In  the  fall  of  1956  the  '60  graduates  entered  R.  H.  S.   as  green  freshmen.     As  time  went 
on,  however,  they  learned  the  ways  and  rules  of  the  school  as  they  went  about  daily,   from 
class  to  class  and  in  various  activities,  from  initiation  to  the  school  picnic.    They  elected 
as  their  officers:    Jim  Webber  for  president,  Don  Wrzesinski  for  vice  president,  Sandrea 
Van  Der  Voort  for  secretary,  and  Tom  Webber  for  treasurer. 

As  sophomores  they  gained  poise  by  participating  more  actively  in  all  activities  from 
sports  and  drama  to  their  studies.     The  officers  that  were  picked  by  fellow  students  were 
Jim  Webber,  president;  Tom  Webber,  vice  president;  and  Sandra  Van  Der  Voort,  secretary- 
treasurer.    About  half  way  through  the  year,  a  student  council  was  organized  and  Sam 
Fox  was  elected  as  class  representative.    The  year  started  off  with  initiating  the  freshmen 
and  ended  at  the  school  picnic. 

Then  they  were  juniors.     The  results  of  the  class  election--Jim  Webber,  president; 
Tom  Webber,  vice  president;  Sandra  Van  Der  Voort,  secretary-treasurer;  and  Sam  Fox, 
student  council  representative.    Social  activities,  sports,  and  home  work  still  went  on 
for  an  interesting  year,  but  the  really  big  thing  was  the  Junior -Senior  Prom  with  the 
theme,  "Song  in  My  Heart." 

At  last  they  were  mighty  seniors.    Class  officers  were  for  the  third  time  in  a  row-- 
Jim  Webber,  president;  Tom  Webber,   vice  president;  and  secretary-treasurer,  Sandra 
Van  Der  Voort.     Student  council  representative  was  Tom  Webber,  and  later  on,  after 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution,  Don  Wrzesinski  was  also  elected  representative.     A 
prolonged  campaign  for  Student  Body  president  was  carried  out  by  Sandra  Van  Der  Voort 
and  Sam  Fox;  and  after  three  elections,  Sam  was  elected  by  a  small  margin.    The  year 
went  too  fast  with  a  class  play,   "Auntie's  Money,  "  senior  pictures,  sports,  music  (a  new 
band  was  started  and  a  girls'  chorus  was  begun)  and  announcements  were  out  and--Com- 
mencement--and--and--.    They  bade  farewell  to  dear  old  R.H.S. 

The  senior  class  motto  is  "Nothing  is  impossible;  some  things  just  take  longer,"  the 
colors  are  pink  and  silver,  and  the  flower  is  pink  rose.
